Proper Replacement of Fertilizer 


During the past decade the question 
of positional availability of fertiliz- 
ers to crops has been the subject of 
extensive research, and the results 


have indicated very clearly that the | 


application of fertilizer in rows or 
bands, placed within easy reach of the 
plant roots, is better than broadcast 
ing. There is more than one reason 
for this, It was discovered that phos- 
phorie acid the active constituent of 
superphosphate which forms the base 
and bulk of practically all fertilizer 
mixtures, tends to become fixed in the 
upper inch of soil when the fertilizer 
has been broadcast on the surface. 
This is true especially of superphos- 
phate when applied in fine, powdry 
form, the small particles being much 
more readily attacked and their phos-

Filed on in Carbon District 


Old Carbon Exploration Company 
Lease Re-Staked 


Reminiscent of the furor of 1929 
when it was thought that the district 
east of Carbon was a potential oil 
field, which resulted in the formation 
of the Carbon Exploration Company 


land, was the excitement caused by 
the announcement made over a Cal 
gary radio station last Friday that 
31,700 acres of land had been filed 
on east of Carbon, Further news of 
the filing was contained in the daily 
newspapers, although details 
lacking.

It was rumored that the company 
taking up the leases was the same as 
that which recently completed the 
“wildcat” well on the Taber structure, 
but this could not be confirmed, 


The acreage fled on includes parts 
of Townships 29, 80 and 31, in Ranges 
21, 22 and 23, west of the 4th meri- 
dian, A total of 31,700 acres in all 
has been taken up, according to re- 
ports from the Calgary Land Titles 
Office. As Range 21 takes in acreage 
east of Hesketh, with the west bound- 
ary of Range 23 being west of Car- 
bon, and with the boundary of Town- 
ship 29 running south of Carbon, 
while that of Township 31 runs 15 
miles north, it has not been possible to 
ascertain the exact location of the 
lease from the land description, as it 
is apparent that the whole area with- 
in the above mentioned boundaries 
has not been filed on. 


Under existing regulations we un- 
derstand that some activity on the 
property must be commenced within 
90 days of filing, This will no doubt 
bring some bearing on the leasors to 
commence operations on the Carbon 
structure, although with such a large 
acreage under lease the owners will 
quite likely make every effort to test 
the structure before the yearly rentals 
fall 

According to the land description 
the acreage filed on last week includes 
all that taken up in 1929 by the Car 
bon Exploration Company, but which 
had reverted to the government due 
to non-payment of fees. 

In 1929 the Carbon Exploration Co 
put down a test well about three miles 
east of Carbon, and at a depth of 
655 feet obtained a large flow of gas. 
When capped the pressure rose to 
around 35 pounds, and as this was 
considered sufficient to prove the field 
as a gas producer the company decid- 
ed to discontinue further operations 
in the hope of interesting a company 
to drill on the property, However, the 
stock market crash of 1929 made it 
almost impossible to interest capital

Despite these apparent objections the 
economic advantage of row applica- 
tions over the broadcast method are 
unquestionable. 

The application of fertilizers for 
grain by means of the combination 
drill is an example of the band meth- 
od and its adoption in the western 
wheat-growing provinces has made 
fertilizers popular and profitable.
